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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1 and 4-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Oshima(EP1 176 467A1). 

Oshima teaches a binder polymer P-1 (with Mw of 4.6x10,000) which has the 
repeating unit (PC-1 ) shown below (see Table 1 and pg.32); 



This repeating unit teaches present repeating unit of the formula (I). Oshima teaches a 
composition containing the binder polymer P-1 and an addition polymerizable 
compound (see Ex. 1 of Table 3). Oshima furthermore teaches the use of an infrared 
absorber together with onium saits (as a radical generator) for the case where a laser 
.which emits IR fays (760-1,200 nm) is to be used (see [0066], [0081], [0082]). 

Furthermore, Oshima teaches (see[0139]-[0146]) an aluminum support onto 
which a photosensitive layer (in which his photosensitive composition is contained) is 
formed. Therefore, the prior art teaches present inventions of claims 1 , 4-6, 8-10, and

15-18. 
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Oshima teaches the use of present acrylic backbone-chain or urethane binder 
together with his binder polymer in [0036], Therefore, the prior art teaches present 
invention of claim 7. 

Oshima teaches the use of 15 wt.% of the radical initiator in his composition (see 
[0146] for example). Therefore, the prior art teaches present invention of claims 1 1 and 
19. 

Oshima uses his addition polymerizable compound in the amount of 23 wt.% in 
his composition (see [0146]). Therefore, the prior art teaches present inventions of 
claims 12 and 20. 

Oshima uses the use of present thermal polymerization inhibitor in [0093]. 
Therefore, the prior art teaches present inventions of claims 13, and 14. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2 and 3 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. Oshima does not teach or suggest present 
copolymer of claim 2 having three units.
